Goodrich sets the prices 
basis to dealers and consumers, efféct- 
ing a big saving for tire users and 
Guaranteeing a better business basis 
for all tire dealers and insuring fairer 
treatment to consumers.

This attempt is being 
made also with a sincere desire to save 
the retailer of tires from the conse- 
quences of further growth of that 
padded price list custom which is in- 
citing consumers io patronize cut-price 
specialists and band together to main- 
tain ‘supply depots,’ with which to fight 
what they, erroneously, consider extor- 
tionate prices and profits supposed to 
be charged retailers, on ‘price list’ 
basis.
